FREEDOM CONSERVATION COMMISSION 
Freedom, N.H. 
1980 


The Freedom Conservation Commission has had 
another busy year. 


Our year began with the commission fulfilling the 
responsibility, assigned by the Selectmen, of overseeing 
the development of a Wetlands Ordinance for the town. 
The Conservation Commission held two public hearings, 
invited concerned citizens to our meetings, and labored 
over maps and documents with representatives of the 
Lakes Region Planning Commission and the Soil 
Conservation Service. The work proved worthwhile, as our 
fellow citizens approved the document at the Town 
Meeting in March. 


Our mandated responsibility to protect the Town’s 
wetlands occupied a considerable portion of our time and 
energy, especially this past fall. Much communication was 
generated between our commission, the Selectmen and 
state agencies, in regard to a Dredge and Fill Permit 
Application filed by a landowner in Freedom. The land 
appeared to be within the Wetlands Conservation District. 
The matter is now in the hands of the Selectmen and 
Planning Board. 


We continue to be very careful to ascertain that our 
work is coordinated with the efforts of other groups in 
town. We have periodically sent representatives to meet 
with the Selectmen and Planning Board. 


It was agreed among the three groups that the 
Conservation Commission task in working toward a 
cooperative Master Plan for Freedom would be to conduct 
a “‘current land use inventory’’. Windshield surveys for 
virtually every part of town have now been completed. The 
results are currently being transferred to the base map (a 
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map showing roads) by draftsmen at the Lakes Region 
Planning Commission. 


The road map was completely updated and completed 
during this past year. Copies have been distributed to the 
Selectmen, Planning Board, Fire Department and 
Library. We agreed to review and correct this road map, 
or Base Map, every year in the fall. 


At the request of the Selectmen, we began working 
toward the drafting of a Steep Slopes Ordinance. Samples 
from other towns have been collected. We have found our 
work in this area much more difficult than the work we did 
on the Wetlands Ordinance. The concepts are more 
abstract; there are very few ordinances in effect in other 
towns; we are not as unanimous in seeing the need. We 
have tabled work on this ordinance until our land use 
inventory has been completely finished. 


Another set of maps was added to our resource file 
during the past year. The Soil Conservation Service has 
provided us with an inventory of town lands with 
agricultural value - either existing or potential. 


The Selectmen have been kind enough to let us store 
all our maps and documents in their office at the Town 
Hall. 


Our work has been aided by the support of the Lakes 
Region Planning Commission. They are especially helpful 
in providing procedural information, technical work on 
maps, obtaining information, duplicating materials, etc. 
Our work would be very frustrating without their 
assistance. We are thankful we could work out an arrange- 
ment so that Freedom’s membership could continue last 
year. We cannot imagine doing our work effectively 
without their assistance during the next year. 


We thank the Library Trustees for allowing us to use 
the Library as our regular meeting place. 
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We welcome the comments and suggestions of anyone 
who is concerned about the Town of Freedom. Visitors and 
observers are always welcome to our monthly meetings 
(except summer) on the third Wednesday, usually at the 
Freedom Library. 


As another year draws to a close, we are concerned 
with the continuing disruption of some of Freedom’s most 
valued natural resources - water, trees and open space. 
The lack of coordinated land use regulations makes it 
virtually impossible for our commission, or anyone else, to 
monitor and protect these resources on which everyone in 
our town depends for livelihood or well-being. We are also 
optimistic that everyone in town can pull together to 
assure a future that is healthy, prosperous and fair.

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REPORT OF FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST FIRE SERVICE 


Forest Fire Prevention: Your Business, Our Business, 
Good Business. Forest fire prevention slogans have been 
seen in association with Smokey Bear since the late 
nineteen forties when a national effort to check the spread 
of forest fires was implemented. 


New Hampshire residents recognized that forest fire 
prevention and suppression was the responsibility of every 
citizen, a half century before this national campaign, when 
our legislature established our first forest fire laws in 1903. 
Since that date, the State has appointed a town/ city forest 
fire warden who is responsible for forest fire law en- 
forcement in his municipality. 


All fires kindled out of doors when there is no snow on 
the ground must be approved in writing by the forest fire 
warden before being kindled. All forest fires must be 
suppressed by the warden and his deputies as soon as they 
are reported. The cost of fire suppression is shared jointly 
by the town / city and the State of New Hampshire, as are 
forest fire prevention and forest fire training costs. 


This state and local municipality cooperative forest 
fire program has given New Hampshire one of the best 
forest fire records in the United States.

ARTICLE 5- To see if the district will vote to raise and 
appropriate a deficit appropriation for the 1979-80 fiscal 
period caused by the need to replace the septic system. 


Margery Wood moved that this article be accepted. 
Laurel Brooks seconded the motion. 


Lengthy discussion followed - explained by Merton 
Sargent, Jr., Dennis Peters - questions raised by Charles 
Cash, Brenda Presby and Dan Brooks. Brenda Presby 
then made an amendment to vote to keep the present 
system in operation until such time as it is thawed out to 
estimate costs, etc., of new system (not to exceed 
$1,500.00). Pat Hatfield seconded the amendment. 


ARTICLE 5 voted as amended. 
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ARTICLE 6- To see what sum of money the school 
district will vote to raise and appropriate for the support of 
schools, for the payment of salaries for school district 
officials and agents, and for the payment of the statutory 
obligations of the district. 


Questions were raised by Nelson Works on Private 
Tuition and explained by David Stickney. Donald Welch 
(the salaries of bus drivers) also about delivering children 
who are on the late bus to their usual pickup, not at one 
central location where their parents were responsible for 
their getting home from there. Merton Sargent spoke for 
the bus drivers and it would mean that if the children were 
delivered to their usual pick-up on this trip, the drivers 
would ask for more money as it would mean more hours 
and more mileage (10.00 per day). 


Motion was made by Brenda Presby to continue 
leaving all of the children at one central location, namely 
the Village Store. Seconded by Betty Godfrey.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


by Robert B. Kautz 
and David Stickney 


Once again it is with great pleasure that this report of 
the past year’s activities is provided. The goal of everyone 
in our school system is to serve children better, 
educationally. 


As we have reported in the past, school construction 
continued to be a major undertaking. At the A. Crosby 
Kennett High School we can state that there remains only 
a number of small items to be completed in our total 
construction program. The vocational addition opened in 
September of 1980. This beautiful facility now allows our 
communities to feel, with great reason, that our high 
school has the facilities to provide all students an 
educational opportunity that will respond to their needs 
and interests. Those areas still to be completed include a 
greenhouse for the vocational agricultural program and 
some minor work. It is unfortunate that to this date we are 
still experiencing some problems with heating and ven- 
tilation. Work to have these corrected is taking place, but 
itis a frustrating and uncomfortable problem for teachers 
and students. | 


Construction at the Madison Elementary School was 
completed, and their two-classroom addition and 
renovations have been used since the opening of school in 
September. This fine facility is a welcome addition for the 
Madison Elementary School program. Another welcome 
addition is just being completed in Bartlett. This includes 
development of a fine library facility, multi-purpose room, 
kitchen, and classrooms for Science and Practical Arts. 
The Josiah Bartlett Elementary School is now accessible 
to the handicapped and meets public safety requirements. 


In addition to these construction projects, progress is 


occurring in the reroofing of a large portion of the original 
Kennett High School building, the Kenneth A. Brett School 
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in Tamworth, and the Josiah Bartlett Elementary School 
in Bartlett. In Freedom, more storage space was provided 
as well as replacement of the septic system. All of these, 
as well as the regular maintenance, occurred during the 
year in all of our schools so that our facilities would be 
adequate for school and community use. 


Besides facility projects, much work on _ our 
educational program took place. Curriculum committees 
in Science and Social Studies continued their work. The 
Social Studies Curriculum was adopted by all School 
Boards. The Accountability Committee continued its task 
and is at the point of test development. Valuable 
assistance from the state has been received, and the 
School Administrative Unit has budgeted $10,000 to be used 
for this purpose. All of the elementary schools embarked 
on an evaluation process which will conclude in the 1981-82 
school year. This process involves a self-evaluation by the 
school and then a review of this by an outside visiting 
team. It is anticipated that this work will result in an af- 
firmation of what is currently occurring as well as 
recommendations for improvement. The Conway School 
Board has established an Educational Planning Com- 
mittee with the purpose of involving persons from all 
sections of the community in reviewing our total 
educational program and developing long-range plans 
where necessary. All of these tasks are accomplished only 
because of the dedication, care, and generous involvement 
of our teaching staff and community members. 


In addition to efforts to improve our educational 
programs, many of the towns have, or are in the process 
of, establishing study committees dealing with the 20 year 
contract for education of high school students at Kennett 
High School. This 20 year contract for all towns (except 
Tamworth which occurs one year later) will expire in June 
of 1983. The sending towns do have an option to continue 
the contract for two periods of five years if they so elect. 
The purpose of these study committees is to review any 
and all alternatives that may exist so that each com- 
munity can make an informed decision. 
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During this past year, evaluations of our Staff 
Development, Special Education, and Vocational 
Education Programs were conducted by the State 
Department of Education. We were very pleased with the 
outcomes of these routine evaluations. The recom- 
mendations that were provided have been, or are in the 
process of being, completed. We are especially proud of 
the many commendations that our programs and per- 
sonnel received. 


As our fifth year of working in the communities of SAU 
No. 9 draws to.a close, we would like to express some 
thoughts concerning your schools and schooling. Public 
school education must endeavor to serve all students. 
Public schools are asked by many to fulfill a plethora of 
needs. Your School Boards and personnel employed by 
them endeavor to fulfill the goals of public schools as well 
as they can be. We are conscious of the problems of the 
economy, and we all strive to make every dollar spent be 
one that will provide the greatest impact. Our schools 
serve approximately 2,400 students and employ ap- 
proximately 285 people. Besides education we are involved 
in transportation, food services, health services, and 
buildings and grounds maintenance and construction. The 
buildings that are under our care and supervision range 
from storage facilities to the large Kennett High School 
complex and include a total of 9 schools. Our respon- 
sibilities are complex, and yet we feel that our chief 
responsibility - educating our children - is being ac- 
complished in a very fine manner and with very good 
results. 


Our high school students have done well on college 
entrance exams in comparison to their peers. The stan- 
dardized tests given to all students in grades 2-8 provide 
indications that our programs are successful and that our 
students rank very well in a comparison with students 
throughout the country. We receive compliments from 
many who have recently moved here from other areas as 
they compare our schools to those that their children 
previously attended. When we compare the cost of 
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education in our schools to those throughout New Hamp- 
shire, again we compare favorably. In a fact sheet 
provided by the New Hampshire State Department of 
Education for the 1978-79 school year, our high school cost 
per pupil ranked 47th out of 75, while our enrollment was 
21st out of 75 and our school tax rate per $1,000 of equalized 
valuation ranked 57th out of 75. Our junior high cost per 
pupil in Conway ranked 27th out of 42 and the school tax 
rate 32nd out of 42. On the elementary level they vary, but 
the comparisons are as favorable as those mentioned 
above. Our graduating students have been successful in 
applying to institutions to further their education. 


The point being made is that we all deserve to be proud 
and have reason for this pride in our schools, in the per- 
formance of our students and in the diligent, dedicated 
work of our teachers and non-instructional staff. Prin- 
cipals, classroom teachers, tutors and aides, secretaries, 
cafeteria workers, custodians, bus drivers, the volunteers 
in our schools, and your SAU administrators - all of these 
with you the community member cause the schools to be 
successful. This partnership of community and schools is 
necessary and must continue if our schools are to continue 
to provide a quality education and continue to strive to 
improve. All of this is for our children; all of this is so that 
they will inherit and contribute to the society we know and 
the world we live in. 


We would like to thank everyone for the cooperation 
and support our schools have received. Your interest and 
viewpoints are necessary. The cooperation and coor- 
dination of the school, the home, and the community is 
essential. We are now happy to provide a more detailed 
report from the Director of Special Education and the 
principal and staff of your school(s). 
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SPECIAL EDUCATION DIRECTOR’S REPORT 


by Lawrence L. Spencer 


During the past year the SAU No. 9 special education 
program has been reviewed by the N.H. Department of 
Special Education and the U.S. Bureau of Education for 
the Handicapped. The program reviews consisted of on- 
site visits in each school; interviews with principals, 
teachers and parents; and review of student files. Both 
reviews were very favorable, citing several com- 
mendations. Areas of weakness were identified in 
documentation procedures, and steps have already been 
taken to assure full compliance with State and Federal 
regulations. As a result of these reviews, the SAU No. 9 
special education program has been approved for the next 
three years. 


The Conway, Jackson and Tamworth School Districts 
have developed a consolidated regional program for 
multiple handicapped children. The class is self contained 
and staffed with a special education teacher and aide. The 
program curriculum focuses on sensory stimulation, self 
help, communication, and adaptive and gross motor skills. 
The class is housed at the Conway Elementary School and 
administered by the Conway School District. 


The special education program for moderately or 
trainable mentally handicapped secondary aged students 
at Kennett High School has been expanded. This program 
stresses functional academics; social, independent living; 
and vocational and motor skills. The students also attend 
the Center of Hope in the afternoon for work activities 
training. 


SAU No. 9 has engaged in extensive ‘‘Childfind”’ ac- 
tivities to identify individuals, birth to 21] years, who are 
educationally handicapped and in need of _ special 
education services. The emphasis has been on early 
identification and intervention. All public school kin- 
dergarten and first grade children were screened for 
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special education needs. Throughout SAU No. 9, fifteen 
handicapped pre-school children have also been identified 
and receive special education services. 


Impedence screening, a new hearing screening 
program, has been cooperatively undertaken by school 
nurses and speech and language therapists. Impedence 
Audiometry is a much-improved procedure over the 
present pure tone hearing screening program, for it can 
detect possible middle ear problems, including the 
presence of middle ear fluid. The major benefit of this 
program is prevention of learning problems through early 
identification and fast referrals for medical management 
of children with chronic middle ear problems. 


Parents, classroom teachers, special education 
teachers, building principals, and other support personnel 
have worked diligently through the Pupil Evaluation and 
Placement Team process to develop individual education 
programs for each special needs student. Their 
cooperative efforts, as well as the continued support of the 
school boards and communities, are to be commended for 
this has resulted in quality special education programs for 
the handicapped children in each school.

PRINCIPAL’S REPORT 
by Craig J. Lawson 


The predominant tone at the beginning of the 1980-81 
school year was one of anticipation and apprehension for 
all. The incumbent staff, the children, the parents, and the 
new ‘‘guy’’ all were wondering what the new year would 
bring. Through open communication, candid dialogue, a 
lot of needs assessment and the passage of time, the ap- 
prehension passed and a warm rapport was kindled. This 
spark continued to grow until now each of us looks happily, 
and sometimes anxiously, toward the coming months and 
years. 


Mrs. Behr and I spent August and September 
evaluating each child’s strengths and weaknesses. This 
was done through the use of a variety of sources including 
children’s cumulative records, results of the Com- 
prehensive Tests of Basic Skills administered in the spring 
of 1980, and various assessment tools used in our 
classrooms. The next step was to design a plan to polish 
each child’s strengths and to strengthen skills in the 
weaker areas. These findings and plans were then shared 
with parents at conferences scheduled before and after 
school, and on weekends. Often parent input clarified and 
supplemented our educational plans. 


During the coming year, we plan to develop a list of 
essential skills which each child should master by periodic 
points in his/her academic life at our school. In for- 
mulating these minimum skills, we are incorporating 
parent and community input, educational studies and 
projected future demands. It is hoped that through 
carefully monitoring each child’s growth, we can provide 
remedial help when it is needed, and therefore not hinder 
the child’s progress by delaying needed services. In this 
way, we feel we can more efficiently help each child to 
reach his/her potential development. 


One result of our needs assessment has been the 
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discovery of an overall weakness on the part of our 
children in the area of writing mechanics. In an attempt to 
improve this area, Mrs. Behr, Mrs. Mentus and I have 
taken part in a project entitled ‘‘Individualized Language 
Arts.’’ This program strives to involve the children more 
directly in the learning of writing skills. They learn to edit 
selected writing compositions and make suggestions for 
improvement. In addition, the children are provided with 
concrete writing lessons, and a checklist which is used to 
aid them in proofreading their own work. 


The children have taken part in numberous ex- 
tracurricular activities through the school. In the fall we 
organized a soccer team which improved with each game. 
This winter our basketball team worked hard to learn the 
value of team-work and cooperation. With the help of man 
and machine, we had a marvelous season of skiing at King 
Pine. The Parent-Teacher Club was extremely supportive 
in each of these programs, and their efforts are sincerely 
appreciated. Mrs. Behr extended the primary students’ 
study of the colonial period of America by taking a group 
on a full day’s visit to Plymouth Colony. A group of in- 
termediate students accompanied me on a visit to 
Minuteman Park, Lexington, Concord, and the Freedom 
Trail in Boston to further expand their understanding of 
the Revolutionary period. In the spring an outdoor 
education program will be introduced to the intermediate 
children. 


The building itself is ‘“‘hanging in there.’’ Through a 
special article we now have a new Septic system which is 
working well. The upstairs has been spruced up a bit 
through several coats of paint and some re-arrangement 
of space. We hope to brighten up the downstairs over the 
summer. With the constantly increasing costs of energy, 
we have taken steps to conserve wherever and whenever 
possible. The heat is cut back and the hot water is cut off 
whenever the building is not in use. Nonessential lighting 
is kept off. In addition, we have found that through daily 
regulating of the heat vents, we can provide a more 
comfortable distribution of the heat with less waste. Also, 
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the storm windows were all put on and the windows 
weather-stripped in the fall. 


The Freedom School is very fortunate to have a 
talented group of special teachers who spend a portion of 
each week with us. Debbie McKinney works with our 
special education students on Monday and Thursday. She 
is supplemented by Peggy Perry, our special education 
tutor, on Tuesday, Wednesday and Friday. On Mondays 
Andy Blanchard teaches physical education. On Wed- 
nesdays Jean Fickett provides the children with expanded 
music experiences. She also teaches instrumental music 
after school as an extra-curricular activity. Linda 
DiFruscio stimulates the children’s creativity in the arts 
each Thursday afternoon. On Wednesday afternoons 
Diana Louis, our nurse, updates health records, screens 
the children for health problems, and provides necessary 
health instruction. Dorothy Mentus, our Title I tutor, 
works each morning with students who need remedial 
work in the Language Arts. This one-to-one setting proves 
very beneficial to the children. Alison Livermore and 
Barbara McCarthy provide invaluable support services to 
Mrs. Behr and myself, and most importantly the children. 


I have been extremely impressed by the support given 
the school by the entire community. The townspeople have 
made me feel truly welcome and at home. The Parent- 
Teacher Club is the most supportive group I’ve worked 
with at any school. I look forward to our united effort to 
provide the best possible educational environment and 
instruction in the coming years.
